In  compliance  with  a  resolution  passed  at  your  last 
meeting,  I  have  made  surveys • on  five  different  routes,  for 
the  purpose  of  finding  a  practical  out  let  for  the  bayou 
running  through  the  south  eastern  portion  of  the  city. 
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No.  1.   Commencing  where  said  bayou  crosses  under  the 
Cincinnati  R.R.  at  a  point  a  little  over  half  a  mile  east 
of  the  eastern  donation  line,  and  running  south  east  with 
the  line  of  said  rail  road  to  Pleasant  Run.   The  length  of 
the  cut  on  this  line  would  be  3500  feet,  the  deepest  cut  13 
feet,  the  average  cut  8  feet,:  necessary  to  make  this  cut, 
excavation,  11.407  yards,  costing  at  15  cents  per  yard, 
$1711.05  By  this  cut  about  one  half  the  water  that  now 
enters  the  city  could  be  cut  off,  or  if  it  should  be  de- 
sirable, by  cutting  a  little  deeper,  Pleasant  run  could  be 
brought  to  the  city 

No.  2.   Commencing  in  the  bayou  at  a  point  about  thirty 
rods  west  of  the  beginning  in  No.  1,  and  running  south  on  the 
line  between  the  lands  of  Fletcher,  Ray,  Reed,  Dunlap,  and 
the  L.  &  N.  M.  R.  R.  Co.   The  length  or  this  line  is  5400 
feet,  deepest  cut  10^-  feet,  average  cut  6-J  feet,  the  cut  at 
the  crossing  of  the  road,  running  east  from  the  south  east 
donation  corner,  would  be  6^  feet,  excavation  7776  yards  at 
15  cts  $1166.40 


No.  5.   Commencing  in  bayou  on  the  east  donation  line, 
and  running  south  1980  feet  to  the  south  east  corner  of 

cut  in 
'eet.   Here  I  halted  on  this  line 
as  it  would  require  a.  cut  still  south  on  the  county  road  about 
2000  feet  farther,  some  of  which  would  be  about  13  feet  deep. 

No.  4.   Beginning  in  bayou  on  east  donation  line  and 
running  north  1600  feet  to  the  Cincinnati  Rail  Road,  then  west 
on  line  of  Rail  Road  600  feet,  making  2200  feet  in  all;  deepest 
cut  8f  feet,  average  cut  to  Rail  Road  6  feet,  cut  at  Rail  Road 
6£  feet.   Excavation  3600  yards  at  15  cts  $540.00  By  this 
route  we  could  teach  nature  a  lesson  she  never  thought  of,  by 
getting  the  water  into  the  city  on  an  up  grade.   I  consider 
this  route  an  up  hill  business  in  several  respects.   I  have 
not  ascertained  whether  the  right  of  way  could  be  procured  on 
any  of  the  above  routes,  but  it  is  evident  to  the  mind  of  any 
man  having  made  the  survey,  whether  he  was  with  Bonaparte 
crossing  the  Alps  or  not,  that  either  of  the  above  routes  are 
practicable.   But  in  my  opinion  neither  of  them  are  expedient 
at  the  present  time,  and  it  may  be  proper  to  state  that  I 
would  have  abandoned  each  of  said  routes  upon  a  very  temporary 
examination,  had  it  not  been  that  they  were  suggested  by 
citizens  suffering  from  the  effects  of  said  bayou,  since  the 
grading  of  Virginia  Avenue  down  to  South  Street. 

No.  5.   I  would  recommend  that  the  waters  of  the  bayou 
be  diverted  from  the  natural  channel  at  the  crossing  of  East 
street.   The  fill  in  the  bed  of  the  bayou  at  this  point  would 
be  two  feet,  and  the  deepest  cut  between  that  and 
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South  street  6  feet.   The  water  would  back  up  on  out  lot  102 
for  a  distance  not  to  exceed  500  feet  in  the  bed  of  the  bayou, 
and  2000  yards  of  earth  would  fill  it  so  that  water  would  not 
stand  at  all.   I  would  bring  the  water  on  East  street  to 
Virginia  Avenue,  then  down  the  south  west  gutter  of  the  Avenue 
to  the  Creek,  which  would  be  but  a  short  digression  from  the 
natural  channel,  and  could,  I  believe,  be  accomplished  at  the 
least  expense,  and  to  the  least  damage  to  the  citizens  of  the 
city  and  environs,  of  any  plan  yet  proposed.   The  simple 
grading  of  East  street  for  a  square  or  two,  would  accomplish 
all  except  filling  the  bayou  where  water  would  back  up,  and  I 
believe  it  to  be  necessary  for  present  emergencies  to  open 
the  gutter  wider,  and  repair  the  embankments  along  the  north 
side  of  south  street,  between  East  and  New  Jersey,  to  avoid 
all  damages  until  better  improvements  are  made.

execution  of  said  work.

The  common  Council  at  their  meeting  on  the  16  instant 
authorized  me  to  contract  in  the  name  of  the  city  of  In- 
dianapolis with  the  Indianapolis  and  Cincinnati  Rail  Road 
company  in  refference  to  building  a  bridge  at  the  expense 
of  said  company  across  their  track  on  Noble  Street. 

Not  having  any  instructions  from  the  common  council  in 
regard  to  the  bridge  which  would  be  satisfactory  to  the 
city,  but  knowing  the  opinion  of  a  Majority  of  the  property 
owners  on  Noble  street  in  regard  to  that  matter.  I  will  state 
it  for  your  information,  viz.  That  if  the  Company  will  agree 
to  let  down  the  bridge  three  feet  lower  than  the  present  one, 
and  make  a  good  and  substantial  bridge  not  less  than  thirty 
six  feet  wide  with  stone  abutments  and  banister  the  same  at 
each  edge  five  feet  high  with  plank  close  together,  and  make 
a  wing  from  each  corner  of  said  banisters  to  extend  out  to

From  the  Civil  Engineer 

The  Civil  Engineer  reports  to  the  city  Council 
First.  That  Jeremiah  Shea's  contract  with  the  city  for  grading 
and  graveling  Louisianla  Street,  between  Mississippi  and  Me- 
ridian Streets,  is  progressing,  but  the  engineer  was  lately 
informed  by  T.  A.  Morris  Esquire,  that  Some  of  the  owners  of 
property  bordering  on  Said  Street  will  not  pay  for  the  work, 
as  the  Terre  Haute  and  Richmond  Railroad  Company  agreed  to 
grade  and  gravel  the  Street. 

It  anpears  from  the  Ordinance  relative  to  the  Terre  Haute 
and  Richmond  Railroad  Company  occupying  Louisiania  Street 
passed  July  2d  1849,  that  Said  Company  agreed  to  "grade  and 
gravel  one  foot  foot  deep  the  whole  of  Said  Street,  So  far  in 
length  as  it  may  be  occupied  by  them;  the  grade  Stages  to  be 
Set  under  direction  of  the  city  Surveyor,  and  engineer  Con- 
forming to  the  city  profile.  After  hearing  Mr.  Morris  objec- 
tion and  examining  the  ordinance  on  the  Subject,  the  Civil 
engineer  has  deemed  it  proper  to  bring  the  matter  to  the  no- 
tice of  the  Council  for  their  Consideration. 

The  Engineer  would  State,  that  he  has  set  the  grade  Stakes 
between  Mississippi  and  Illinois  Streets,  and  has  made  an 
estimate  for  work  done  on  said  two  Squares,  and  that  he  has 
been  asked  by  the  contractor  to  Set  Stakes  between  Illinois, 
but  has  not  yet  done  So,  to  afford  the  Council  an  opportunity 
of  considering  the  matter  above  Stated. 
Second.   In  Compliance  with  the  request  "to  examine  the 
grading  and  gravelling  on  New  York  Street,  between  North  and 
St  Clair  Streets,  and  ascertain  wether  Said  grading  and  grav- 
eling is  done,  in  Such  manner  as  contemplated  by  the  Ordi- 
nance relative  to  the  grading  and  graveling  of  said  part  of 
New  Jersey  Street"  the  Civil  engineer  respectfully  reports 
that  it  does  not  appear  from  the  records  in  his  Office  that 
a  profile  of  the  Street  had  been  made,  but  in  order  to  form 
a  correct  opinion  in  regard  to  the  grade  of  the  Street  and  gut- 
ters he  leveled  the  Same,  and  ascertained  that  the  fall  in 
the  gutters  between  St  Clair  and  North  Street  is  7  inches. 

The  Street  appears  to  have  irregularly  settled  down  Since 
made,  which  causes  certain  parts  of  the  gutters  to  retain 
water  for  Some  time  after  heavy  rains. 

As  the  grade  of  the  Street  cannot  be  remedied  but  at  very 
considerable  expense,  the  Civil  Engineer  Set  Stakes  in  the 
gutters  for  the  purpose  if  the  council  thinks  proper,  to  di- 
rect the  Street  commissioner  to  fill  up  the  gutters  where  too 
low  and  cut  down  where  high,  which  though  the  inclination 
be  Small,  will 
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will  Slugishly  carry  of  the  water;  end  he  would  also  recom- 
mend to  clean  out  the  gutters  between  North  and  Vermont 
Streets,  With  regard  to  the  graveling  of  the  Street  and  Side- 
walks, the  engineer  will  State,  that  he  tried  the  depth  of 
gravel  on  the  Street  in  six  different  places,  and  it  averaged 
ll£  inches  at  the  centre,  and  also  ascertained  the  depth  of 
gravel  on  the  side  walks  in  twelve  different  places,  and  it 
averaged  7j$   inches;  and  from  these  examinations,  he  is  of 
opinion,  that  the  graveling  of  said  Street  and  sidewalks  had 
been  done  in  acordance  with  the  ordinance. 

Third.   The  engineer  reports  that  the  cost  of  the  wing  walls 
and  paving  at  culvert  on  Virginia  avenue,  done  by  August  Rich- 
ter  amounts  to  ^66.65. 

Fourth.   The  citys  part  of  estimate  to  Thomas  Wren,  for  grad- 
ing and  graveling  Deleware  Street  and  Sidewalks,  between  South 
and  McCarty  Streets  is  $40.80. 

Fifth.  The  citys  part  of  estimate  to  Michael  0.  Conner,  for 
grading  and  graveling  New  York  Street  and  Sidewalks,  between 
New  Jersey  and  Noble  Streets,  for  crossing  of  Sts  and  alleys 
is  114.66. 

Sixth.   James  Russell  has  declined  taking  the  contract  for 
grading  and  graveling  West  Street,  between  Washington  and 
North  Streets. 

Seventh.   James  Riff,  the  Second  lowest  bidder,  for  grading 
and  graveling  Maryland  Street,  between  Virginia  Avenue  and 
West  Street,  called  at  the  engineers  office  this  afternoon 
and  Stated  that  he  would  not  take  the  contract.

REMONSTRANCES 

By  Mr.  North 

To  the  Hon.  The  city  Council  of  the 
City  of  Indianapolis, 

The  undersigned  owners  and  occupants  of  property  on 
the  alley,  between  Meridian  and  Illinois  Street,  known  as 
Pearl  Street,  would  most  respectfully  remonstrate,  and  protest, 
against  the  establishment  of  hay  and  weighing  Scales  on  Said 
alley,  or  Street,  as  being  an  absurdity  in  itself,  and  cal- 
culated to  obstruct  and  otherwise  annoy  the  occupants  and 
business  on  Said  alley,  already  cramped  for  room  and  Space 
for  the  business  and  travel  through  said  Street  now  con- 
stantly useing  the  same.  Your  remonstrants  would  most  re- 
spectfully Suggest  that  it  is  not  Competant  for  the  City 
Council  to  appropriate  the  Streets  and  alleys  to  private  pur- 
poses, especially  to  the  anoyance  and  obstruction  of  the  own- 
ers and  occupants  of  any  Such  Street  or  a lley 
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December  1857  in  good  faith  he  made  a  contract  with  the  City 
for  greding  and  graveling  Louisiania  Street  end  the  north 
Sidewalk,  on  the  north  Side  of  said  Street  from  ?'eridien  to 
Mississippi  Streets,  that  he' entered  upon  Said  work,  end.   did 
a  portion  thereof  which  has  been  estimated  by  the  City  Engin- 
eer on  July  10th  1358  at  $158.10,  which  with  the  rate  per  cent 
retained  by  the  city  makes  $173.91  cents,  that  the  owners  of 
property  on  the  Street  embraced  in  the  said  contract  have  wholly 
refused  to  pay  any  pert  of  their  Several  estimates,  giving  as 
a  reason  that  the  City  Surrendered  Said  Street  to  the  Terre 
haute  and  Richmond  Rail  Road  Company,  and  that  the  company  Should 
pay  for  said  improvements  on  said  Street,  that  the  Rail  Road 
Company  also  refused  to  pay  allegeing  that  they  are  not  under 
any  legal  liability  So  to  do,  and  that  the  City  under  the  Cir- 
cumstances desires  to  rescind  Said  contract  and  abandon  Said  v/ork. 

Your  Memorialist  would  therefore  further  represent  that  he  will 
consent  to  the  recesion  of  said  Contract  and  the  abandonment  of 
Said  v,ork  upon  the  following  terms,  that  the  City  will  pay  him 
the  sum  of  Four  hundred  dollars  less  than  the  amount  he  would 
have  made  for  the  graveling  of  Said  Street  and  Sidewalk  (meaning 
that  portion  of  Said  Street  and  walk  upon  which  no   work  has  been 
done,  making  with  the  aforesaid  estimate  the  Sum  of  Five  hundred 
and  Seventy  three  dollars  and  ninety  one  cents. 

Your  memorialist  Submits  this  propisition  as  entirely  fair 
and  just.  If  allowed  to  Complete  Said  Contract  which  he  is  ready 
and  willing  to  do  and  hereby  proposes  to  do,  he  would  have  real- 
ized a  much  larger  Sum  in  the  way  of  profits. 

If  this  propisition  does  not  meet  with  the.  approbation  of  the 
city  Council  your  memorialist  further  proposes  to  Submit  the  mat- 
ter to  the  arbi- 
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traticn  of  two  good  men,  one  Selected  by  the  City  and  one  by 
your  memorialist  the  umpire  to  be  the  City  Engineer.  Your  memo- 
rialist is  sincerely  desirous  to  adjust  this  matter  without  any 
difficulty  and  is  willing  to  make  a  sacrifice  for  the  purpose 
of  a  compromise. 

Your  honorable  body  will  readily  appreciate  that  the  abando- 
nment of  this  work  must  result  in  a  loss  in  more  ways  than  simply 
a  failure  to  realize  the  profits  of  said  work,  namely,  he  de- 
clined other  contracts  as  valuable  as  this  one  and.  many  arrange- 
ments and  plans  made  in  reference  to  this  work  have  been  de- 
feated. 

Will  your  Hon.  body  therefore  in  view  of  the  premises  grant 
a  Speedy  and  favourable  hearing  to  this  memorial  and  let  your 
memorialist  know  at  an  early  day  the  result  of  your  determina- 
tion.

8th  The  contract  for  grading  and  graveling  Liberty  Street 
between  Washing  and  New  York  Streets,  has  been  made  in  favour 
of  Michael  Occonner  which  is  Submited  to  the  Council  for 
approval. 

On  motion  by  Mr.  Cottrell  the  bond  given  by  Michael  Oconer 
for  the  above  named  Street  was  regected,  and  Said  Occoner  was 
given  four  days  time  to  give  good  and  Sufficient  Security. 

9th  As  the  two  lowest  bids  for  grading  North  Street,  between 
Deleware  and  Illinois  Streets  are  each  14  cents  per  cubic  yard, 
and  as  the  bidders  cannot

or  decide  which  of  the  bidders  Should  be  preffered,  the  names

Your  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the 
petition  of  John  Burke,  asking  for  damages  claimed  to  have 
been  Sustained  from  the  Fire  Companies  on  the  first  day  of 
July  would  make  and  Submit  the  following  report. 

That  they  have  Investigated  the  charges  Set  forth  in  the 
Petition  of  said  John  Burk  and  are  satisfied  that  Same  two 
or  more  of  the  Fire  Companies,  did  throw  an  unnecessary  quan- 
tity of  water  into  the  rooms  of  Burks  house,  damaging  the 
building  and  furniture  to  a  considerable  extent,  that  mem- 
bers and  officers  of  Said  Companys  were  Several  times  requested 
to  desist  from  throwing  water  into  the  house  by  the  friends 
and  agents  of  Said  Burke,  he  being  absent  at  the  time,  and 
they  as  often  refused,  which  Conduct  the  committee  consider 
highly  reprehensible  on  the  part  of  the  fire  companies. 

Your  Committee  find  that  the  damages  to  the  house  has 
been  repaired  by  the  inshurance  Companies,  and  that  the  dam- 
ages to  the  furniture  and  carpeting  does  not 
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approximate  the  amount  claimed  by  said  Burke  in  his  petition 
from  the  fact  that  there  are  invariably  consequent  damages 
arising  from  fires  that  cannot  be  guarded  against,  either  by 
inshurance  Companies  or  corporations. 

Your  Committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  this  council  are  un- 
der no  obligations  to  grant  the  prayer  of  the  said  petitioner, 
all  of  which  is  respectfully  Submlted.

Mr.  D.  B.  Culley  was  employed  by  the  finance  committee  of  the 
preceding  council  to  examine  the  Books  of  Treasurer  and  City 
clerk  under  instruction  of  the  following  resolution  adopted  by 
the  Council  March  13th  1858. 

Resolved. 

That  the  Finance  Committee  be  allowed  to  employ  if  they 
think  fit  a  Skillful  accountant  to  examine  the  Books  of  the 
Treasurer  and  clerk  of  the  city  extending  Such  examination  back 
for  such  period  as  the  Committee  Shall  deem  proper  for  the  pur- 
pose of  ascertaining  the  manner  in  which  Such  books  have  been 
kept,  wether  there  are  any  and  if  So  what  inaccurasies  therein 
and  wether  the  Financial  Condition  made  by  the  clerk  is  a 
correct  and  accurate  exhibit,  provided  that  for  Such  Service 
the  Said  accountant  Shall  not  be  paid  over  one  hundred  dol- 
lars. 

The  examination  was  commenced  and  with  great  labour  and 
care,  has  been  carried  to  a  successful  termination,  the  re- 
sult of  which  is  herewith  Submited. 

A  Statement  of  all  the  errors  found  would  encumber  this 
report  with  a  great  deal  of  useless  matter  and  therefore  it 
has  been  omlted. 
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No  attention  was  given  the  yearly  Statement  of  the  condition 
of  the  Cash  account  made  by  the  city  clerk  for  the  reason  that 
the  debit  Side  of  Cash  was  based  upon  the  reports  of  the  Treas- 
urers, and  all  mistakes  occurlng  therein  found  their  way  into 
the  Statement  of  the  clerks. 

The  following  lnterrogetorles  were  propounded  by  the  fin- 
ance Committee  First  State  the  amount  of  assessments  for  taxes 
for  the  years  1848,  1849,1850,  1851,  }852,  1853,  1854,  1855, 
1856  &  1857.  also  the  amount  of  delinquencies  returned  by  the 
Treasurers  for  the  above  mentioned  year?,  also,  the  percentage 
of  delinquencies  for  the  Same  years. 

also,  the  name  of  Treasurer  for  each  year  above  Stated 
Secondly.  State  the  amount  of  warrants  drawn  by  the  clerk,  with- 
out authority  of  the  common  Council  if  any,  and  by  whom. 

Third,  State  wether  the  Treasurers  of  the  city  from  the 
year  1849  until  the  present  time  have  made  Such  Settlements  *»s 
were  contemplated  by  the  acts  of  incorporation  governing  the  city 
at  the  time  Such  Settlements  were  or  Should  have  been  made. 

Fourth.  State  wether  there  is  remaining  in  the  hands  of 
any  of  the  Treasurers  any  money  belonging  of  right  to  the  city 
if  So  State  the  names  of  such  Treasurers,  and  the  amount  So 
remaining. 

Fifth.  State  what  evils  exist  in  the  present  System  of 
transacting  the  business  of  the  city  in  the  clerks  and  Trea- 
surers departments,  as  the  examination  may  present. 

Herewith  Submitted  find  tabular  Statement  marked  A  which 
Shows  the  amount  assessed  upon  the  tax  duplicate  of  each  year 
from  1850  to  1857  inclusive  the  amount  assessed  by  the  Trea- 
surer, amount  of  illegal  assessment,  amount  of  Collections 
amount  of  delinquency,  amount  Stricken  from  the  delinquent  list 
and  amount  of  delinquency  carried  to  the  succeeding  years 
duplicate. 

The  duplicates  of  1848,  1849&1850  were  destroyed  by  fire 
in  the  fall  of  1851,  and  not  being  in  possesion  of  the  State- 
ments of  the  years  1848,  and  1849,  are  unable  to  make  a  State- 
ment of  them,  Statement  B.  Shows  the  amount  of  assessments  for 
each  year  after  deducting  the  illigal  assessements,  amount  of 
delinquencies,  the  percentage  of  delinquency  date  of  report, 
and  name  of  Treasurer,  the  Statements  A.  and  B.  answer  the 
first  interogatory 

The  Second  query  is  one  which  required  a  great  deal  of 
Search  and  although  it  was  impossible  to  find  the  record  of 
proceedings  direct  authority  for  many  warrants  issued,  yet 
there  was  implied  authority  for  most  of  them,  and  those  for 
which  authority  could  not  be  found,  either  direct  or  implied, 
it  was  an  oversight  in  writing  up  the  records,  only  one  case 
could  be  found  were  warrants  were  issued  clearly  without 
authority  of  the  Council,  and  that  was  during  the  term  of  Ser- 
vice of  Joseph  T.  Roberts,  who  drew  warrants  upon  the  Trea- 
sury to  pay  his  own  Salary  to  the  amdunt  of  9.26  nine  dollars 
and  twenty  six  cents,  over  and  above  the  amount  allowed  by 
ordinance  which  is  charged  him  in  his  account,  acompanying  this 
report

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The  books,  Containing  the  Statements  of  the  names  of  those  re- 
turned, delinquent  for  the  non  payment  of  taxes,  and  amount 
thereof,  for  the  years  1851,  1852  and  1853  were  not  in  the  pos- 
session of  the  City  Clerk,  and  could  not  be  found  elsewhere, 
These  Books  were  returned  by  A.F. Short ridge  the  then  Treasurer, 
the  gross  Sum  of  these  Yearly  Statements  were  obtained  from  the 
Treasurers  Yearly  reports,  the  correctness  or  incorrectness  of 
them  cannot  now  be  determined  in  the  examination  they  were  rec- 
ognized as  correct. 

The  list  of  delinquents  for  the  non  payment  of  taxes  for  the 
years  1854  and  1855  were  not  returned  in  accordance  with  re- 
quirements of  Section  53  of  an  act  of  Incorporation  of  cities, 
approved  June  16th  1852  and  adopted  for  the  government  of  the 
city  March  7th  1853  by  the  common  council.  The  causes  of  fail- 
ure to  enforce  the  payment  of  taxes  was  not  Stated  nor  the  affi- 
davit verifying  the  correctness  of  Said,  report  is  not  attached. 

The  Treasurer  failed  for  the  financial  years  1856-57,  1857- 
58  to  make  Such  Settlement  Sheets  as  were  required  by  law  the 
Statement  giveing  the  names  of  delinquents  for  non  payment  of 
taxes,  and  amounts  due,  does  not  State  the  causes  of  failure  to 
enforce  the  payment  of  taxes,  nor  are  the  required  affidavits 
verifying  the  correctness  of  Said  reports  attached.  In  addition 
to  the  foregoing  the  delinquent  list  of  1357  contains  the  names 
of  Several  persons  whose  taxes  are  paid  before  the  time  when 
the  list  should  have  been  returned,  and  Several  whose  names  do 
not  appear  upon  the  list  were  defaulters  on  return  day,  this  is 
owing  to  the  fact  that  the  list  was  commenced  in  February  and 
not  completed  until  May. 

In  answer  to  your  fourth  inquiry  the  examination  discloses 
the  fact,  that  there  is  due  treasurjr  by  the  following  persons 
the  Sum  Set  oppisite  their  names.

Mr.  Spanns  indebtedness  grows  out  of  an  erroneous  footing  in 
his  monthly  report  of  December  1850. 

Mr.  Shortridge  from  errors  in  duplicating  the  payments  of  his 
percentages  for  the  year  1853,  54  and  1854-55  also  in  not 
chargeing  himself  with  collection  of  taxes  on  delinquent  list 
of  1851,  and  in  failing  to  charge  himself  amount  of  a  note 
collected  the  Same  year.  Errors  in  his  favour  were  discovered 
reducing  the  Sum  to  the  above  mentioned,  amount. 

Henry  Vandegrift  from  errors  in  footing  of  delinquent  list  and 
not  correctly  copying  the  footings  of  the  tax  duplicate  in 
making  up  his  Statement  in  returning  property  as  illegal 
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which  was  also  upon  his  delinquent  list,  and  in  returning  as 
a  credit  the  Dickman  note  which  had  been  paid  him 

Mr  King  receiepted  to  Mr  Vandegrift  for  the  Sum  of 
$1088.73,  and  charged  himself  with  the  cash  reciapts  $911.61 
the  balance  being  amount  of  notes  returned  by  Mr  Vandegrift, 
and  afterwards  acting  under  the  impres 
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s ion  that  he  had  charged  himself  with  the  full  amount  of  the 
reciepts  he  claimed  credit  for  them,  which  would  leave   due 
from  him  the  Sum  of  $173.09  after  deducting  amount  charged  as 
having  been  recleved  on  Pettys  note. 

There  is  nothing  on  the  books  indicating  that  any  of  the 
above  persons  were  aware  of  these  Sums  being  due  from  them. 

It  is  our  pleasant  duty  to  inform  the  Common  Council 
that  Messrs  Spann,  Vandegrift  and  King  have  paid  promptly  the 
amounts  above  Stated  discovered  to  be  due,  from  them  and  that 
Mr  Shortrldge  has  given  his  notes  at  one  two  and  three  years 
with  interest  Secured  by  morgage  upon  real  estate  in  Indfenapolts 
for  the  amount  due  by  him. 

There  is  nothing  on  the  books  indicating  that  any  of  the 
above  persons  were  aware  of  these  Sums  being  due  from  them. 

There  is  no  evidence  upon  the  delinquent  records  of  there 
being  any  examinations  made,  as  to  their  correctness,  either 
by  the  Finance  Committee  or  by  the  City  Clerks,  making  it 
necessary  to  foot  them  carefully  during  the  examinations. 

Upon  the  tax  duplicates  occasional  no$es  were  made  State- 
ing  that  the  Treasurer  had  abated  the  tax  assessed  against 
Several  individuals.  Such  as  Dog  tax,  erroneous.  "Poll,  error" 
"Personal  property,  too  much"  these  tax  abatements,  by  the 
Treasurer  was  a  source  of  much  embarrasment,  during  the  ex- 
amination, no  abatement  of  taxes  Should  hereafter  be  allowed 
the  Treasurer,  except  by  order  of  the  Common  Council. 

Tie  books  in  the  City  Clerks  office  were  not  written  up 
with  any  System,  each  clerk  haveing  a  System  of  his  own, and 
gave  but  little  information. 

The  "Register  of  orders  issued"  did  not  in  all  cases 
fully  and  clearly  Specify  for  what  purpose  the  money  was  paid, 
nor  did  the  record  of  proceedings  of  the  Common  Council 
furnish  the  information. 

The  record  for  information  necessary  to  be  known  in 
writing  up  the  books  of  the  city,  plainly  demonstrating  that 
the  Council  Should  direct  the  city  Clerk  to  keep  the  Books  by 
double  entry,  and  that  vouchers  properly  numbered,  for  all 
warrants  drawn  upon  the  Treasury  Should  be  filed,  Also  to 
require  all  officers  of  the  city,  avouching  for  the  correctness 
of  an  account,  to  State  for  what  purposes  the  articles  were 
purchased,  or  if  labor  where  preformed  and  the  nature  of  the 
account. 

Absence  of  indexes  to  the  records  of  proceedings  Not  1,2 
&  3,  make  it  very  difficult  to  find  information  Sought  for  in 
them.  The  cauncil  Should  immediately  direct,  that  they  be

Much  difficulty  was  found  in  tracing  back  the 
delinquences  appearing  upon  the  duplicate  of  1857  owing  to  the 
absence  of  the  number  of  the  preceding  duplicate  from  whence 
the  delinquency  wqs  obtained 

Herewith  find  the  names  of  persons  returned  as  delinquent 
for  non  payment  of  taxes  for  the  year  1857,  and  a  Statement  of 
t^e  amounts  to  be  carried  forward  to  the,  tax  duplicate  of 
1858,  after  deducting  the  Sum  assessed  for  school  purposes 
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Statement  "C"  Shows  the  number,  and  amount  of  Sundry  warrants 
drawn  upon  the  Treasury  remaining  in  the  city  Clerks  office 
unclaimed. 

Statement  MD"  Shows  the  condition  of  the  cash  account 
each  financial  year  from  1849.  -  50  until  the  1st  of  March 
1858. 

Statement  HEW  Shows  the  indebtedness  of  the  city  at  the 
time  of  the  Several  dates  mentioned,  also  the  amount  owing 
to  the  city  over  and  above  the  amount  ov?lng  by  the  city,  at 
the  time  of  the  Several  dates  mentioned 

Statement  HP"  Shows  the  balance  Sheet  of  the  Ledger  on 
the  1st  of  March  1858,  from  which  It  appears  that  the  city 
has  due  her  $22,388,64  more  than  She  owes. 

Statement  HGrt  Shows  the  reclepts  and  Expendltions  of 
Cash  during  the  financial  year  ending  March  1st  1858,

To  the  Hon  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis 

Gentlemen. 

Permit  me  to  present  to  your  honorable  body  the  following  re- 
port, at  this  time  our  department  with  few  exceptions  is  in 
good  Condition,  and  we  are  prepared  to  prevent  any  building 
from  burning  down,  if  we  have  a  Sufficiency  of  water,  you  will 
remember  that  at  your  last  meeting  one  of  the  honorable  Coun- 
cilmen  from  the  Seventh  Ward  asked  for  a  cistern  to  be  located 
on  Alabama  Street  near  pogues  run,  and  as  it  was  not  granted 
permit  me  to  State  a  few  reasons  why  I  Sugested  that  there  be 
a  cistern  located  at  or  near  the  above  point,  and  here  permit 
me  to  remark  that  there  is  no  part  of  our  city  that  is  so  des- 
titute of  Water  as  that  part  bordering  along  Pogues  run  from 
the  Union  Depot  to  Noble  Street,  and  perhaps  there  is  no  lo- 
cality were  were  there  is  more  money  invested.  You  gentlemen 
are  aware  that  nearly  all  our  Manufacturing  interest  is  there, 
and  also  our  Ra.il  Road  interest,  we  have  invested  in  manu- 
facturing between  the  above  named  points  about  $200,000  dol- 
lars, and  the  different  Rail  Road  Companys  have  invested 
about  $300,000  dollars  in  depots,  machine  Shops,  Cars,  Loco- 
motives &c  &c  now  this  property  is  beyond  the  reach  of  any 
cistern  unless  we  Splice  our  forces,  which  is  difficult  to  ac- 
complish often  and  is  attended  with  great  loss  of  time,  you 
perhaps  are  aware  that  we  have  no  cistern  between  Washington  Street 
and  Pogues  run  and  between  the  above  named  points,  that  is  to 
say,  between  the  Union  Eepofc  and  Noble  Street,  o.no.   you  are  well 
aware  gentlemen,  that  were,  our  manufacturing  establishments 
destroyed  by  fire  the  blow  would  be  felt  oj   our  whole  busi- 
ness community  and  that  would  not  be  all,  a  large  number  of 
our  mechanics  and  labouring  men  would  be  thrown  out  of  employ- 
ment, which  would  be  a  great  Calamity,  now  the  question  is  how 
Shall  we  have  a  necessary  Supply  of  the  element,  it  is  well 
know  to  most  if  not  all  of  you,  that  in  the  Summer  time  that 
there  is  but  little  water  in  the  run,  and  in  the  winter  it  is 
frozen  to  the  bottom,  So  you  See  that  it  is  not  reliable.  Now 
how  Shall  we  remedy  the  evil  here  in  view  of  the  poverty  of 
the  City  permit  me  to  offer  a  Suggestion  which  is  this  that 
you  cause  to  be  dug  wells  in  the  bottom  of  the  run  Say  six 
feet 
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in  diameter  and  five  feet  deep,    to  have  them  walled  up  the  Sides 
without  ,TO>rter  and  then  to  Spring  an  arch  and  lay  the  brick  in 
cement  morter,wlth  an  Iron  Cap,  the  top  of  the  well,  to  be 
level  with  the  bottom  of  the  run,  to  place  two  of 
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at  Pennsylvania  Street,  two  at  Deleware  Street,  one  bBtween  the 
Bridges  at  Virginia  Avenue,  and  here  I  will  State  that  between

dollars  each,  we  would  want  Six  of  them,  they  would  afford  an 
abundant  Supply  of  water  without  the  expense  of  filling  by 
means  of  Pumps,  permit  me  again  gentlemen  to  call  your  atten- 
tion to  the  fact  that  the  hose,  belonging  to  the  City  are  not 
properly  cleaned  Some  two  months  ago  I  recommened  that  you  pur- 
chase a  good  force  pump  for  each  of  the  Engine  Houses,,  it  is  im- 
possible to  properly  Clean  hose  without  Some  better  means  than 
a  rag  or  hand  brush,  if  they  are  properly  cldaned  they  will 
last  on  an  average  about  ten  years,  as  it  is  Some  of  the  hose 
that  where  purchased  about  three  yearsSince.  are  unfit  for  use, 
and  unless  Something  is  done  the  city  will  be  compelled  to 
purchase  within  three  years  about  twenty  five  hundred  feet  of 
New  H0se,  which  will  then  cost  two  Thousand  dollars  the  pumps 
will  cost  about  two  Hundred  and  Seventy  five  dollars  all  put 
up  Complete,  all  of  which  is  respectfully  Submlted

By  Mr.  Donlap 

At  the  last  regular  meeting  of  the  council  a  motion  of 
enquiry  was  made  by  Mr.  Fletcher,  and  refered  to  the  judiciary 
Committee  to  ascertain  wether  the  Peru  Rail  Road  Company  had 
complied  with  the  Ordinance  of  the  city  in  laying  the  track 
to  correspond  with  the  grade  as  established  by  the  City  au- 
thorities by  an  examina.tion  of  the  records  the  committee 
have  ascertained  that  the  Peru 
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track  was  laid  down  by  the  provision  of  a  general  ordinance, 
in  regard  to  Rail  Roads  passed  March  12th  1849.  Styled  "an 
Ordinance  in  relation  to  the  construction  and  connection  of 
Rail  Roads  through  the  City  of  Indianapolis!  We  extract  the 
following  from  Section  4  of  Said  Ordinance  which  reads  "that  no 
Such  track  Shall  interfere  with  or  vary  from  the  established 
grade  of  any  Such  Street,  and  that  every  Such  track  Shall  be 
planked  and  graveled  by  the  Company,  making  or  causeing  the 
Same,  So  as  to  make  as  little  obstruction  to  ordinary  travel 
as  possible.  Now  the  question  arrises,  what  is  the  established 
grade,  when  the  profile  of  the  city  was  made,  and  the  grade 
established,  it  was  the  dirt  grade,  as  it  is  called  by  the 
Engineer,  and  not  the  gravel  grade,  that  was  adopted  by  the 
Council  and  by  an  examination  of  a  late  Survey  of  the  City  En- 
gineer, it  is  ascertained  that  the  rails  laid  on  the  Peru 
track  is  one  inch  above  the  dirt  grade,  the  Madison  and  In- 
dianapolis Rail  Road  is  in  the  Same  Situation  haveing  been 
laid  down  under  the  Same  general  Ordinance,  and  in  conformity 
to  the  dirt  grade,  if  the  grade  of  the  city  is  the  gravel 
grade,  we  can  easily  imagine  the  difficulties  that  would  ac- 
crue; as  the  quanteen  of  gravel  is  not  laid  on  in  all  the 
Streets  with  any  uniformity,  there  is  diffirance  from  S  to 
fourteen  inches,  and  is  liable  to  be  changed  at  any  time,  and 
therefore  it  would  be  impossible  to  lay  down  a  track  to  be 
uniform,  there  is  nothing  in  the  ordinance  in  regard  to  mak- 
ing or  obstructing  ditches,  the  Committee  are  at  a  loss  to 
rec commend  to  the  Council  the  course  which  Should  be  adopted 
in  the  premises,  we  therefore  a.sk  to  be  discharged  from  the 
farther  investigation  of  tine  Subject.

Report  of  City  Attorney  on  canal  question. 
To  the  Common  Council  of  the  city  of  Indianapolis 

Gentlemen.  I  have  examined  the  question  refered  to  me 
by  the  Council  at  its  last  meeting  -  as  to  the  power  of  the 
City  to  fill  up  that  portion  of  the  Central  Canal,  now  oc- 
cupying Mississippi  Street,  and  would  respectfully  report 
$he  following  facts,  and  the  conclusion  I  have  arrived  at 
in  view  of  them. 

Under  the  general  internal  improvement  act  passed  Jan- 
uary 1836,  the  State  took  possession  of  Missouri  Street  for 
a  public  purpose,  viz.  for  a  navigable  canal.  Afterwards  in 
January  1850  the  State  haveing  abandoned  the  construction  of 
the  work  for  the  purposes  of  navigation,  the  Legislature 
authorized  the  Governor  and  Auditor  to  Sell  all  the  right 
title  and  interest  of  the  State  in  said  canal  at  public 
Sale.  In  the  month  of  September  1850  Gov  Wright  and  Auditor 
Ellis  advertised  the  Sale  of  the  Canal,  in  which  advertise- 
ment it  is  Stated  that  the  State  has  abandoned  it  for  the 
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purposes  of  navigation.  On  the  16th  of  November  1850  Sale 
was  made  to  J.S.Newman  and  others  who  afterwards  trans- 
fered  their  bid  to  Jeremiah  Jackson  and  others.  -  It  after 
afterwards  came  into  the  possession  of  a  Company  incorpo- 
rated under  the  name  and  Style  of  the  Central  Canal,  Manu- 
facturing Hydraulic  and  water  works  Company.  Since  which 
time  the  title  has  been  in  continual  litigation.  The  only 
question  presented  by  the  above  facts  is,  had  the  State  af- 
ter Condemning  Missouri  Street  for  a  Specific  public  pur- 
pose viz  for  a  navigable  Canal,  and  before  the  Completion 
of  the  work  haveing  abandoned  the  purpose  for  which  the 
Street  was  taken  -  the  right  to  convey  any  title  in  Said 
Canal  to  a  private  individual,  my  opinion  expressed  in  breief 
is  that  when  the  state  abandoned  the  purpose  to  which  She 
had  condemned  Missouri  Street,  that  then  the  Street  reverted 
to  the  City,  and  the  City  has  the  right  to  fill  up  So  much 
of  the  Canal  as  occupies  Said  Street,  the  expediency  of  So 
doing  however  is  an  equally  important  question,  aside  from 
the  incalculable  benefits  to  the  City  of  this  immense  water 
power  within  her  limits  of  which  She  would  be  deprived,  in 
regard  to  which  however  it  is  not  my  province  to  report,  it 
would  be  inexpedient  in  view  of  the  almost  endless  litiga- 
tion which  Such  an  excercise  of  power  would  assuredly  en- 
tall  upon  the  City.  I  have  been  able  to  make  this  report 
as  full  as  I  could  wish  as  I  found  it  impossible  among  un- 
lndexed  City  records  to  find  certain  facts  which  would  have 
thrown  much  light  upon  the  Subject.  I  have  deemed  it  un- 
necessary to  Cumber  the  record  with  authorities  in  Support 
of  my  opinion.

I  desire  to  Submit  for  your  consideration  the  fol- 
lowing report  to  wit.  I  have  visited  all  the  Engine  houses 
during  the  present  reek,  and  I  find  all  the  Engines  which 
are  used  in  the  department  in  good  order,  except  the  Con- 
querer.  She  is  out  of  order  now  in  Consequence  of  haveing 
had  her  Suction  broken  at  one  of  the  late  fires  I  have  up- 
un  the  instruction  of  your  committee  on  Fire  department 
Sent  to  Pawtucket  Rhode  Island  for  a  new  piece  of  Suction, 
with  instructions  to  have  it  Sent  on  as  Soon  as  possible 
by  express.  I  do  not  know  what  the  cost  will  be.  I  also  re- 
quested the  manufacturer  to  Send  the  bill  with  the  Suction 
for  collection  I  hope  you  will  make  Some  arrangement  to 
have  the  bill  paid  when  it  comes,  So  that  the  engine  can  be 
put  into  Service  immediately.  I  beg  again  leave  from  your 
honorable  body  to  recommend  that  you  cause  to  be  put  in 
each  of  the  Engine  houses  a  good  force  pump,  to  be  used  in 
cleaning  hose,  and  in  thir.  Connection  I  will  Say  that  on 
last  Wednesday  evening  in  going  to  all  the  houses  in  the 
City  to  See  if  they  were  well  heated. I  found  that  the  hose 
in  four  houses  in  very  bad  condition,  they  not  haveing  been 
cleaned  since  the  fire  at  the  Slaughter  house,  being  Some 
two  weeks  Since  however  the  messenger  of  releif  fire  Com- 
pany has  Some  excuse,  he  haveing  to  carry  the  water  and  a 
large  amount  too  about  one  Square  in  buckets  it  is  true 
that  the  other  Corapan3.es  have  wooden  pumps  I  that  Some  of 
the  Companies  do  not  require  their  Messengers  to  do  their 
duty  as  they  Should,  hose  Should  be  cleaned  within  twenty 
four  hours 
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after  a  fire.  Some  of  them  pay  their  messengers  one  hundred 
and  fifty  dollars  per  year  that  is  Sufficient  pay  to  Secure 
the  work  well  done,  and  promptly  done.  I  called  on  the  Stand- 
ing committees  as  Soon  as  possible  and  informed  them  that 
their  hose  must  be  cleaned.  I  would  here  Suggest  that  if 
it  could  be  so  arranged  wi  th  the  different  fire  Companies, 
that  the  City  Contract  with  Some  competent  person  at  a 
yearly  Salary  to  keep  the  machinary  in  good  order,  if  hose 
are  permited  to  remain  So  long  with  out  being  cleaned,  they 
cannot  last  half  So  long  as  they  otherwise  would.  So  you 
will  at  once  See  the  absolute  necessity  of  a  reform  in  this 
particular  I  would  reccommend  the  purchase  of  Six  hundred

The  Rovers  were 
their  but  had  no  machine,  the  Relief  Company  or  a  part  of 
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them  had  their  machine  DUt,"but  their  President  remained 
on  the  oppisite  Side  of  the  Street  and  refused  to  put  hie

all  bridges  within  her  limits  the  Canal  was  conveyed  by  the 
State  together  with  all  her  rights,  privelages  appurten- 
ances &c  thereunto  belonging  or  appertaining  to  private 
individuals,  and  Shortly  after  a  company  was  incorporated 
by  the  Legislature  under  the  name  and  Style  of  the  Central 
Canal  manufacturing  water  works  Company, the  Canal  has 
changed  hands  Several  times  Since  the  incorporation  of  the 
above  Company  and  is  now  forfeited  to  the  City  for  delin- 
quent taxes.

the  width  of  the  Road,  either  within  or  beyond  the  limits 
of  the  City.  An  Act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  1830-31 
authorizes  the  agent  of  the  town  of  Indianapolis  to  make  a 
map  and  Subdivsion  of  the  lands  donated  by  the  General  Gov- 
ernment to  the  State  of  Indiania,  and  Bethnel  F.Morris  was 
employed  by  Said  agent  to  make  Said  map,  which  made  in  the 
year  1831  and  the  presumption  is,  that  Said  map  Superseded 
all  the  former  acts  respecting  that  part  of  the  Fort  Wayne 
Road  lying  within  the  limits  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  but 
Said  map  all  though  extremely  correct  and  explicit  omits  to 
give  the  width  of  Fort  Wayne  Street  through  out  lot  thirty 
Eight,  either  figuratively  or  explanatory,  and  merely  exhibits 
Said  Fort  Wayne  Street  by  two  dotted  lines  running  diagonaly 
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acro8B  the  Out  Lot.  In  out  Lot  no  4  adjoining  No^th  Street 
the  map  gives  the  length  of  the  four  Sides  thereof  which 
leaves  55  feet  for  Fort  Wayne  Street;  and  from  St. Clair 
Street  to  the  donation  line,  the  explanations  on  the  map 
clearly  determines  the  width  of  Fort  Wayne  Street  to  be  80 
feet,  but  the  width  through  Out  Lot  38  is  uncertain,  as  the 
dotted  lines  Show  the  Street  Somewhat  wider  than  that  through 
out  Lot  no  4,  and  not  So  wide  as  that  from  StClair  Street 
to  the  donation  Line.  There  is  a  recorded  plat  of  Subdivision 
of  the  North  West  part  of  Out  Lot  No  38  made  by  Johnathan 
Owens  in  the  year  year  1856  which  Specifies  the  width  of  Fort 
Wayne  Street  to  be  80  feet,  but  upun  examination  of  Mr.  Browns 
Deed  to  Jonathan  Owen's,  no  illusion  is  made  to  the  width  of 
Fort  Wayne  Street,  and  from  the  circumstance,  the  Civil  En- 
gineer is  of  opinion  that  the  insertions  of  80  Feet  is  in- 
correct, and  that  it  cannot  be  legally  enforced  against  Mr. 
Brown.  From  all  these  and  other  considerations,  the  Civil 
Engineer  cannot  determine  the  width  of  Fort  Wayne  Street,  be- 
tween Deleware  and  Alabama  Streets,  but  if  it  be  the  opinion
